7. Sentence Structure 

The Yana sentence may contain one or more words, varying in inner 
complexity, some of them made up of a single meaningful element, 
others of several elements. Usually there is a verb to express the main 
predication along with its pronominal subject and object. In addition 
there may be a nominal subject and various modifiers, including an ob- 
ject, which is treated like other modifiers. The main parts of the sen- 
tence may follow each other in varying order, but the most typical se- 
quence is first the predicative verb, then the independent subject, then 
the object and other modifiers. Clause modifiers often precede the main 
clause. The general relational particle gi serves to introduce the object 
and other modifiers indirectly related to the main predication. 
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
